“We were very surprised at the

Although public and media atten 
tion focused on the problem of teen 
suicides during the last year, the

suicides, but the absolute numbers 
arcsmall," (hcsludysald.

like he shot himself in the belly, 
but the bullet hole was In her hus- 
band’s back. The tribe tattooed 
her with three marks on her face, 
chin and each cheek to indicate 
her crime. 

Maggie then look up with 


another reservation Indian, but 
did not gel along with him either, 
and eventually a brother of Indian 
Jim introduced the two and oft 
went Maggie to Join the family.
